RE-ELECTED MPs Owen Pat¬ 
erson and Glyn Davies have 
signalled the key issues they 
will be working on for the ben¬ 
efit of their constituents. 

Their pledges come after they were 
returned to Parliament in a trium¬ 
phant General Election for the Con¬ 
servatives. 

Mr Paterson gathered 27,041 votes in the con¬ 
test for the North Shropshire seat giving him 
a majority of 16,494 and ensuring the seat re¬ 
mained in Conservative hands. 

Mr Davies retained the Montgomeryshire seat 
for the Conservatives after taking 15,204 votes, 
a majority of 5,325. 

Following their victories, the MPs have 
outlined what they see as the key issues for 
Oswestry and Welshpool - and both say health 
is at the top of their priorities. 

Mr Paterson said: “The biggest priority for 
Oswestry has to be an urgent care centre. 

“We need to get away from this constant 
bickering over where A&E should be in Shrop¬ 
shire. We need what is the best medical solu¬ 
tion, backed up by urgent care centres where 
everything except the most serious cases can be 
dealt with. 

“I worked very hard over many years to see 
the Primary Care Centre open in Oswestry to 
ensure that Oswestry has excellent health care 
within the primary care centre within the town. 
Now we need to work together to develop an ur¬ 
gent care centre. 

“I would like to see these urgent care centres 
do a lot of the work that is done in the emer¬ 
gency centres already - serious stuff that can 
make a difference. Already in Oswestry we have 
seen x-ray and plastering services taken on. It 
can make a difference with cases like a broken 
arm in Oswestry rather than having to go all the 
way to Shrewsbury. 

“I really would like to see these urgent care 
centres doing a huge amount.” 

Mr Davies said health was also top of his list. 

He said: “A major issue is going to be ensuring 
health services in England are as close as they 
can be to Montgomeryshire. 

“I am determined to ensure that A&E ser¬ 
vices in England remain on hand at Shrewsbury 
rather than Telford. This has been a priority for 
me over the last 20 years, and has become al¬ 
most an obsession. 

“I also want to see a bypass for Newtown and 
the Welshpool to Shrewsbury road improved.” 

He said other priorities included halting plans 
for windfarms and pylons in Mid Wales. 

Mr Davies said: “I need to end the threat 
posed by National Grid and wind energy gi¬ 
ants to desecrate Montgomeryshire’s wonderful 
landscape with their pylons and turbines. 

“I vowed 10 years ago to stop this horrible 
scheme and I am totally committed to deliver¬ 
ing on it.” 

Mr Davies said his other priorities included 
raising the level at which people pay income tax.

“You enter these award competitions and 
you hope beyond hope that it might be you 
that wins. 

“When it is, it’s very unexpected. 

“I don’t think it’s fully sunk in yet. We were 


absolutely thrilled and delighted and very 
proud. It’s good to follow in the footsteps of 
some great independent bookshops from all 
around the country that have won before.” 

The national award represents more suc¬ 
cess for the popular bookshop. The Church 
Street shop had already been named this 
year’s best independent bookshop in the Mid¬ 
land and Wales for the second year running. 
That award meant the business was short¬ 
listed for the national award. 

Judges in the competition said they were 
looking for “simply the best all-round inde¬ 
pendent bookshop in Britain”. 

The category was open to independent 
bookshops and small chains with fewer than 
five branches.Part of the judging process took 


into account the views of customers, and Mr 
Morris said he was very grateful for the sup¬ 
port of customers. 

“This year for the first time there was a 
social media side to the competition and so 
people who tweeted their support. That was 
weighed by the judges,” he said. 

“We’re very fortunate that we’ve got that 
strong community support and we never take 
that for granted. 

“We’ve been overwhelmed with all the con¬ 
gratulations messages from fellow bookshops 
and we’ve had lots of cards and flowers from 
our customers, who really are as pleased as we 
are. They like it that ‘their’ bookshop has won 
and it helps put little old Oswestry on the map 
alongside the big city bookshops.”

Fair family gets 
permission to 
stay at school site 

A TRAVELLING fairground family will 
be allowed to take up residence in the 
grounds of a former primary school for 
the next year. 

The Stokes family is currently on the 
site of Ifton Heath Primary School in St 
Martins, having already been granted a 
28-day temporary permission. 

Councillors have now granted the 
family permission to stay on the site for 
longer. 

The family, which includes Alan and 
Valerie Stokes, their children and Mr 
Stokes’s brother, previously lived at the 
site of Oswestry Livestock Market, but 
as work is progressing on the redevelop¬ 
ment of that site the family has had to be 
relocated. 

There had been opposition to the idea 
of allowing the family to take up resi¬ 
dence, living in caravans on the school’s 
playground. 

But at Shropshire Council’s north plan¬ 
ning committee, Councillor Joyce Barrow 
said the family has a good name in the 
town and she could see no reason to re¬ 
fuse permission. 

She said: “I think there’s a lot of scare- 
mongering about families who live in 
caravans, but the Stokes family are well 
known and respected and go back gener¬ 
ations in Oswestry and have an excellent 
reputation. The school itself I think is 
going to be empty for some time to come 
and this would be a good use for the site.”

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Court told pets sustained 
severe injuries before death

A WESTON Rhyn man has been 
found guilty of causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to a puppy and 
cat who both died after suffering 
terrible injuries. 

The poodle called Emi suffered a 
chipped eye socket, broken pelvis and 
three broken ribs before her death 
while the seven-month-old cat called 
Toast had injuries consistent with be¬ 
ing kicked or stamped on, Shrewsbury 
Magistrates Court was told. 

Quade Roy Adams, 22, of Station Road, 
Weston Rhyn, denied two charges of caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering to the cat and 
one of causing unnecessary suffering to the 
dog but was found guilty by District Judge 
Nigel Cadbury on Tuesday. 

The court heard both animals died on 
February 13 last year. Their owner Anika 
Kloska told the court she and the animals 
had been living with Adams. 

On February 13 last year Adams texted 
her to say something bad had happened. 
She went home to find Adams and the dog 
on the floor. He told her it had collapsed 
and he had given it mouth to mouth resus¬ 
citation. 

She said: “I took her to the vets, they 
gave her a shot of adrenaline but it was too 
late.” She later discovered that the cat had 
also died. The cat was buried by the side of 
the canal in Weston Rhyn. 

Paulinus Barnes, prosecuting, said Cas¬ 
tle Vets in Chirk contacted the RSPCA 
about the dog. RSPCA Inspector Chris 
Dunbar said he and a colleague subse¬ 
quently exhumed the body of the cat. 

The cat had suffered abdominal inju¬ 
ries and a ruptured spleen. Post mortems 
showed that the injuries to the dog had 
been consistent with blows by a blunt 
instrument. Adams, who did not give ev¬ 
idence in court, told Inspector Dunbar 
when the animals messed in the house he 
decided to give them a shower and when he 
was drying them off with a hairdryer they 
started to have difficulty breathing. 

Stephen Scully, for Adams, said that 
the cat that had been exhumed had been 
a female,not a male. Miss Kloska said that 
while she had been told Toast was male by 
the breeder, she had never had it sexed. 

Sentence was adjourned until Tuesday 
and Adams was granted unconditional bail. 

Adams was warned he could face imme¬ 
diate custody, 


A MOTHER is dusting off her running 
shoes to raise money for a hospital which 
cared for her daughter. 

Olivia Thomas, a 2 3-year-old legal re¬ 
ceptionist, gave birth to daughter Violet in 
August 2012 but when Violet was just days 
old she was diagnosed with hydrocephalus, 
a build-up of cerebro-spinal fluid on the 
brain. 

She said: “I am running the Chirk Cas¬ 
tle Half Marathon for Alder Hey Children’s 
Charity because they do an amazing job. 

“In August 2012 I gave birth to my gor¬ 
geous daughter Violet. After having some 
complications with my epidural, I wasn’t 
very well after having her via Caesarean 


section. A few days later, I held her for the 
very first time, which was amazing. Before I 
knew it, everything changed. The same day, 
one of the nurses on the ward mentioned to 
me that Violet’s head seemed a bit swollen. 
Shortly after, Violet was taken for an ultra¬ 
sound on her head. Thirty minutes later, a 
doctor came in and turned my world upside 
down. She told me that Violet had some¬ 
thing called hydrocephalus. 

Miss Thomas, from Ascot Road, Oswestry, 
said: “The next day we were taken to Alder 
Hey Children’s Hospital in Liverpool ready 
for surgery the following day. Alder Hey 
were incredible.”. 

Violet underwent a procedure called an 


Endoscopic Third Ventriculostomy (ETV), 
where the surgeon makes a small hole in 
the floor of the brain to allow the trapped 
fluid to escape to the surface of the brain 
where it can be absorbed. 

Miss Thomas said: “Violet has regu¬ 
lar check-ups and scans to make sure 
everything is still ok. Violet is such a strong 
and brave little lady. 

“I am running this half marathon to raise 
money for the amazing people at Alder Hey 
and the unbelievable work they do each 
year to help children such as Violet and 
many others.”

School election 
mirrors real vote 


Liberalism 
to go on say 
partychiefs 

LIBERALISM will carry on in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire despite the result of last 
week’s General Election, party bosses 
have said. 

The county has had a strong history 
of support for the Liberal Democrats. 

The party lost the seat in 2010 and 
were kept out again this year when 
Conservative Glyn Davies retained 
the seat. 

Liberal Democrat candidate Jane 
Dodds said after her defeat: “It has 
been a disappointing night for the 
Liberal Democrats. The future for 
Liberalism will go on in Montgomer¬ 
yshire.” 

During the campaign, bosses of 
both parties brought a host of their 
big guns to the county. The Tories 
called on big hitters including W illi am 
Hague, Liz Truss and Jeremy Hunt to 
bolster Mr Davies’s campaign. 

The Lib Dems brought Nick Clegg, 
Lord Paddy Ashdown and Vince Cable 
to Montgomeryshire to boost Jane 
Dodds’s campaign. 

Des Parkinson of Ukip finished 
third with 3,769 votes, and said: “We 
are delighted. 

“We have more than tripled our 
vote and put Ukip on the map in 
Montgomeryshire. ” 

Fourth was Labour’s Martyn Sin¬ 
gleton with 1,900 votes, followed by 
Ann Griffith of Plaid Cymru with 
1,745 votes and the Green Party’s 
Richard Chaloner with 1,260 votes. 

Rude drawing 
counted as vote 

A BALLOT paper which featured a 
drawing of male genitalia next to the 
name of Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies was counted by the presiding 
officer. 

Mr Davies, who retained his seat, 
said all candidates were shown the 
ballot paper before it was classed as 
an acceptable vote during the count 
at Welshpool’s Flash Leisure Centre. 

Mr Davies said he was “amazed” 
but grateful for the vote. 

He said: “One voter decided to draw 
a detailed representation of male gen¬ 
italia instead of a cross in my box on 
one ballot paper. 

“Amazingly, because it was neatly 
drawn within the confines of the box 
the returning officer deemed it a valid 
vote. 

“Not sure the artist meant it to 
count, but I am grateful. If I knew 
who it was, I would like to thank him 
or her personally.” 


OWEN Paterson, who retained the 
North Shropshire seat for the Con¬ 
servatives, said he was delighted to 
have increased his already large ma¬ 
jority. 

MP for the past 18 years, Mr Pater¬ 
son took 27,041 votes. 

Labour’s Graeme Currie narrowly 
beat Ukip’s Andrea Allen into second 
place. 

Mr Currie took 10,547 votes and the 


Ukip candidate gathered 9,262 votes. 
Tom Thornhill, representing the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, came fourth with 
3,148 votes and the Green Party’s 
Duncan Kerr came fifth with 2,575 
votes. 

Mr Paterson, who received 26,692 
votes at the last election, said he 
was delighted to carry on represent¬ 
ing North Shropshire and promised 
that he would continue to represent 


everyone in his constituency. He also 
thanked the other candidates for a 
“fair” election fight. 

Mr Thornhill said he was “fairly 
pleased” with the result. “I achieved 
my two main aims which were beat¬ 
ing the Greens and getting my deposit 
back. 

“I was pleased I got my Liberal mes¬ 
sage out there,” he added. 

Mr Currie said: “I’m not going to 


pretend I’m not disappointed. I want 
to thank my wife and all of the party 
officers. 

“We have done our best and we will 
be back.” 

Ms Allen said: “I am delighted. 

“We came fourth last time and third 
this time, and wasn’t that far off fin¬ 
ishing second.” 

Mr Kerr said: “We will be around 
for some time to come.” 


A SCHOOL near Oswestry held a 
mock election - and the results end¬ 
ed up mirroring the real national pic¬ 
ture. 

Pupils from Adocte School at Little 
Ness organised a mock election with 
help and guidance from business and 
economics teacher and director of 
studies Naomi Pritchard. 

The result was a landslide Conserv¬ 
ative victory, paralleling the real elec¬ 
tion, with 54 per cent of the votes. 

Labour came second with 26 per 
cent and the Lib Dems third with 20 
per cent. 

Mrs Pritchard said: “I am delighted 
that the girls at Adcote turned out in 
such good numbers to support their 
peers. 

“Having a mock election here has 
really stimulated political debate. I 
have overheard some fascinating dis¬ 
cussions in the school dining room. It 
all helps to enhance the learning and 
acquisition of real life knowledge and 
has been enlightening for our interna¬ 
tional girls too.” 

Constituency is 
held by Labour 

PEOPLE living in Chirk and the 
Ceiriog Valley near Oswestry will con¬ 
tinue to be represented by Labour in 
Parliament. 

Labour’s Susan Elan Jones held 
the seat for the party at the General 
Election but with a slightly reduced 
majority. 

Mrs Jones, who has held the seat 
since 2010, polled 13,051 votes, giving 
her a majority of 2,402 - down from 
2,834 at the last election. 

In second place was Conservative 
David Nicholls, who received 10,649 
votes.lt was a tough election for Bruce 
Roberts, who had also contested the 
seat for the Liberal Democrats in 
2010. 

His party slipped to fifth place, be¬ 
hind Ukip and Plaid Cymru, with just 
1,349 votes, down 13.4 per cent com¬ 
pared to the last election. 

The seat has been Labour since it 
was created in 1997. 

Shock win for Tories 

THERE was a shock win for the Con¬ 
servatives in the Mid Wales seat of 
Brecon and Radnorshire. 

The seat had been held by the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats since 1997. 

Tory Chris Davies was the surprise 
winner, snatching the seat from Roger 
Williams with a majority of more than 
5,000. 


Davies makes history in 
keeping hold of his seat

THE Liberal Democrats may have 
hoped in the General Election of 
2015 to overturn the narrow Con¬ 
servative majority in the party’s 
former stronghold of Montgom¬ 
eryshire - but ultimately lost by a 
greater margin than in 2010. 

In a reflection of the national pic¬ 
ture, Jane Dodds’s proportion of the 
vote actually declined, leaving Con¬ 
servative Glyn Davies clear to become 
the first Tory to retain the seat. 

He won 15,204 votes, up from 13,976 
in 2010, while Ms Dodds won 9,879 votes, 
compared with the 12,792 which went to 
Lembit Opik in 2010. 

In an election which saw the Liberal 
Democrats taking heavy blows all over the 
country, the party had hoped to regain this 
former stronghold - but it ultimately saw 
the Conservatives’ majority triple between 
the two elections. 

Turnout was 69.45 per cent, or 33,813 
votes, which reflected a slight decrease on 
2010. 

There was a 17 per cent increase in 
postal votes. 

“I’m absolutely delighted,” Mr Davies 
said. “It’s actually the happiest time of my 
career to be re-elected. 

“It’s the first time a Conservative has 
defended the seat here, it’s an increased 
majority. 

“I’ve always loved this county. In fact I’m 
rare as an MP as I have always lived here 
and never lived anywhere else. 

“I’ve been an MP for five years, I’ve had 
a great team supporting me, all local people 
from Montgomeryshire coming out to make 
a great effort.”

Peter Rickett, a Planning Inspectorate 
spokesman, said: “The case has been re¬ 
viewed by a senior inspector and careful 
consideration given to the way the appeal 
should proceed. 

“We are of the view that although an 
oral event is required given the case has 
generated a large level of local interest, it 
does not warrant an inquiry and the appeal 
should proceed to a hearing. 

“This will allow for relevant matters to 
be defined and considered by the inspector 
as well as allow interested parties the op¬ 
portunity to put their views forward.” 

Applicants Dart Energy submitted an ap¬ 
peal over the length of time it took Shrop¬ 
shire Council to make a decision. 

The appeal could have been looked at 
under any of the three processes - written 
representations, hearing, or public inquiry. 

It was originally going to be handled by 
the written representations procedure - the 
lowest and least complex of the three - be¬ 
fore it was upgraded to a public inquiry. 

But after applicants Dart Energy called 
on the Planning Inspectorate to once again 
downgrade it to written representations, of¬ 
ficials have decided to strike a balance and 
hold a hearing into the appeal. 

Campaigners Frack Free Dudleston 
hoped for a detailed examination into the 
plans to help their case but despite the 
downgrade have welcomed the news it will 
still be held in public. 

Leader of the campaign group Chris 
Hesketh said: “I am still pleased that it is 
still going to be held in public and the pub¬ 
lic are able to attend. It would have been 
an insult not to have them involved in this. 

“We will be able to speak at the hearing 
and put our case across, it means that we 
will not be an official party though.” 

Energy company Dart Energy hopes to 
use the site to operate an exploratory bore¬ 
hole to extract coal bed methane and insists 
it will not be extracting shale gas using the 
controversial method of fracking. 

The date and venue has not yet been set 
for the hearing. 


Shop owner over the moon

TO most music lovers an old vinyl record by 
a composer they hadn’t heard of wouldn’t 
be worth a second glance. 

But when a 1969 album by eccentric 
American composer Moondog turned up 
in a collection at an Oswestry record shop, 
manager Gordon Mills recognised it as a 
rare gem. 

The self-titled album was brought in to 
Outwhere Records as part of a collection of 
1970s records. And Mr Mills said the record 
is now expected to sell for about £50 - a 
huge mark-up on the £6 average price of 
the other records in the shop. 

Mr Mills said: “I bought it in a collection 
of stuff from the 1970s for £250. 

“That particular record has a very inter¬ 


esting character. Moondog is a very inter¬ 
esting person and influenced contemporary 
musicians.” 

Moondog, born Louis Thomas Hardin, 
was an American composer, musician, poet 
and inventor of several musical instru¬ 
ments. Born in Kansas in 1916, he started 
playing drums age five and was in a school 
band before losing his sight at 16 in a farm 
accident involving a dynamite cap. 

He spent much of his life in New York, 
where he could be found on 6th Avenue 
wearing a cloak and Viking-style helmet, 
sometimes busking or selling music. He 
died in 1999.

Restaurant 
is ready to 
open doors 

AN Oswestry couple are making final 
preparations for the reopening of their 
popular restaurant six months after a dev¬ 
astating fire. 

Brooks Around the Corner was gutted by 
fire in November after a blaze started in a 
tumble dryer in the cellar. 

Owners Lisa and Matt Newton have 
worked tirelessly to reopen the business. 

An open night for local businesses will be 
staged on Wednesday and the restaurant 
will open its doors for public bookings the 
following evening. Mrs Newton said the 
reopening of the business would not have 
been possible without the “incredible sup¬ 
port” of the community, local businesses 
and the restaurant’s staff. 

The business has still been able to run its 
schools meals service thanks to the support 
of local businesses. The restaurant provides 
more than 400 lunches for schools and 
nurseries throughout the Oswestry area. 
The school meals service initially moved 
to the kitchens at the Wynnstay Hotel and 
then later moved to the Smithfield Hotel 
in Oswestry. 

Because of the location of the fire, fire¬ 
fighters had no choice but to flood the cellar 
of the restaurant. 

The damage to the property was made 
worse after hot spots were found 

Mrs Newton said: “The flooring had to be 
taken up and basically the restaurant was 
destroyed. 

“But I know the restaurant will be even 
better now.”

As well as the shop CHALK will also be 
the headquarters for other community in¬ 
itiatives. 

“It is an umbrella business which brings 
together and coordinates a number of pro¬ 
jects which enable people from all back¬ 
grounds who live locally to Oswestry to 
learn valuable skills to enrich their lives 
and build a better community,” Gemma 
said. “The shop will raise money to found 
our projects.” 

The projects include Academy, which 
will give skills to the community in the 
form of workshops. Gemma said: “This 
could be anything from growing food, recy¬ 
cling and upcycling furniture and clothes, 
woodworking, sewing skills and crafting to 
money management, internet skills and so¬ 
cial ability.” 

“We already have a number of work¬ 
shops organised from upholstery to making 
blinds. 

“There is also a furniture store from 
which people who are struggling to furnish 
a house, whether someone who has been 
sofa surfing or perhaps someone who fled 
to a refuge in just the clothes they were 
wearing, can not only be given furniture, 
but be shown how to upcycle it to make it 
look wonderful.” 

CHALK will also be the headquarters for 
the Oswestry Open House group. 

Oswerstry Open House was launched 
just before Christmas last year. 

It was launched after Gemma decided 
to stage a community Christmas lunch for 
people who otherwise would have been eat¬ 
ing alone on Christmas Day. 

She said: “I was in the newsagents talk¬ 
ing to an elderly gentleman who told me 
that he was going to be on his own for 
Christmas Day. 

“In just a few days we had scores of peo¬ 
ple volunteer to help and that one Christ¬ 
mas lunch has let to a regular community 
lunch and now the opening of CHALK. 

“We are really excited about its future.”

Parking charges to go up 


CAR parking charges in Powys will in¬ 
crease next month, the county council has 
announced. 

The increases will be the first since 2009. 

Powys County Council bosses say they 
are necessary to take account of inflation 
and VAT increases since 2009 and to re¬ 
cover the costs of maintaining the car parks 
and operating the services. 

Charges at the council’s long and short 
stay car parks will be increased, with the 
figure rounded up to the nearest lOp. 

Cabinet member for Highways councillor 
John Brunt said: “The council has not in¬ 
creased parking charges for some consider¬ 
able time and regrettably charges now have 
to be raised. 

“At the same time charges across the 


county will be harmonised and charges will 
be consistent in all council car parks. 

“Charges at short stay car parks will in¬ 
crease by slightly more than at long stay car 
parks to reflect their convenience. 

“Fees for permits will also increase but 
these will be brought in over a three-year 
period. 

“These permits will be available for one 
month, three, six and 12 months. 

“They represent considerable value 
against daily ticket purchases, the twelve 
month permit being based on a 50 per cent 
reduction based on a 46 week, five day week 
usage price, but available for the full 12 
months.” 

The increases to pay and display car 
parks will come into force in June.

County and landmarks 
to feature in new game 


A new video game is set 
to put Shropshire and the 
surrounding area on the 
map. WAYHE BEESE reports 

IT’S Shropshire...but not as we 
know it. The county and some 
of the better known tourist at¬ 
tractions and landmarks in the 
region, including Lake Vyrnwy, 
are to be the backdrop for the 
eagerly awaited new PS4 sum¬ 
mer release Everybody’s Gone 
To The Rapture. 

It sets the player the challenge of being 
the sole survivor of a post apocalyptic 
world and piecing together clues to find 
out what happened to the people who 
perished. 

The game is set in the Shropshire area 
in 1984. 

Pictures released by the developers 
ahead of its release suggest there will be 
landmarks based on Bridgnorth’s Severn 
Valley Railway, Lake Vyrnwy and Brown 
Clee. 

Hits 

The ambitious game is being put to¬ 
gether by award-winning developers, 
Brighton-based The Chinese Room - and 
it is tipped to be one of the global gaming 
hits of the year. 

Creative director Dan Pinchbeck said 
Shropshire was chosen because it was 
quintessential^ English and the perfect 
foil for a distinctly sinister game sce¬ 
nario. 

He said : “At the beginning of the game 
you find yourself on the outskirts of the 
village, which is an idyllic, beautiful vil¬ 
lage nestled in the Shropshire country¬ 
side. 

“Everything seems perfect, everything 
seems wonderful - but there are no

people to be found anywhere. As you 
gradually go further into the valley and 
explore you begin to realise something 
quite terrible has happened. 

“You are free to explore, you can go 
wherever you want, you can go into 
people’s houses, you can answer tele¬ 
phones, turn on radios, TVs, computers. 

“What we’ve talked about a lot is the 
thing we really want more than any¬ 
thing else is we want you to care. 

Care 

“We want you to care about the char¬ 
acters and what happened to them and 
that’s the real key part of the game, just 
this sense of wanting to explore deeper 
and deeper and deeper into this game 
and discover what happened.” 

So why Shropshire as the backdrop? 

“We spent a long time thinking,” Dan 


said. “We really wanted to capture that 
spirit and essence of Englishness, so we 
did a lot of looking round at different 
parts of the country. 

“After a long drawn out process of re¬ 
search it came down to the fact you go 
with your heart and ‘this is right, it’s 
going to have to be Shropshire’.” 

The director said there would be 
plenty for people living in the county to 
recognise as they played the game. 

“One of the things it was important 
we looked at was things like accurate 
phone codes,” he said. 

“The phone codes in the game will 
provide a real clue as to which parts of 
Shropshire we are zeroing in at. 

“That was really important. 

“In the train stations you can see the 
stations that are on the line the train 
station goes to from the valley are real 
places in Shropshire. 


“So even though the valley is fictional 
you can zero in on a map and find out 
roughly where it is, if people pick up ex¬ 
actly where in Shropshire we are posi¬ 
tioning this village in.” 

The game will be based around six 
characters, each telling their own story 
of the apocalypse, and each connected to 
various landmarks in the world that de¬ 
velop as the game progresses. 

“It uses simple gameplay - basic ex¬ 
ploration of a first-person world - so it’s 
very friendly to people without a lot of 
game experience,” Dan said. 

Immersive 

“But it’s not casual in the classic sense 
- this is a deep and immersive game. 

“It’s all about the end of the world. 

“You play the role of a scientist, 
trapped in the very second of the apoca¬ 
lypse, and the game is about discovering 
what has happened. 

“You do this by exploring a large 
open-world environment, and interact¬ 
ing with the objects, places and people 
you find to gradually unlock and put to¬ 
gether the story. 

“There’s also a really cool thing you 
can do which makes the game really dif¬ 
ferent and makes this process of explor¬ 
ing the story something you could only 
do in a game, but we’re keeping that 
secret for now. 

“Expect a reveal about that in due 
course, but we’re very excited about it 
and can’t wait to show it off. 

“We can promise you that Everybody’s 
Gone to the Rapture will be powerful 
and deep, highly immersive and with an 
absolute focus on your emotional jour¬ 
ney through the world. 

“It’s non-linear, with a dynamic and 
adaptive environment, so this is about 
your story, a really individual experience 
that breaks away from the on-rails na¬ 
ture of lots of story-driven games into 
something that you have a visible im¬ 
pact on.”

Museum is 
looking for 
help to buy 
soccer shirt 

OSWESTRY Town Museum is ap¬ 
pealing for a benefactor to help it bid 
for a rare FA Cup Final shirt that will 
go up for auction later this month. 

The gold and black striped Wolves 
FA Cup Final shirt, worn by former 
Oswestry football player Thomas 
‘Taney’ Lea, is set to fetch around 
£6,000 at auction. 

Volunteers at the Oswestry Town 
Museum say they would love to see 
the shirt in the town’s collection, but 
say there is no way the museum could 
afford the price. 

The shirt was worn by the Wolves 
outside right in the FA Cup final 
against Spurs at Stamford Bridge on 
April 23 1921. 

It is deemed particularly valuable 
because it rained so heavily in London 
that day that by the end of the first 
half the Wolves players were com¬ 
pletely drenched and had to change 
into dry shirts at half-time. It is one 
of the few surviving first half shirts. 

Lea was born in Oswestry in 1893 
and played for Oswestry Town before 
moving to Wolves, where he played 
from 1913 to 1921. 

Dave Adams, a trustee/director 
with Oswestry Town Museum, said: 
“The shirt would make tremendous 
addition to the collection in Oswestry 
Town Museum which is concerned 
with the history and heritage of 
Oswestry. 

“I know times are hard at the mo¬ 
ment but I was wondering if there 
was a generous person out there who 
would be willing to bid for the shirt 
and the donate or loan it to us so that 
all can be proud of the person who 
wore it.”

As a 
commissioning council we will look to give 
support and advice in the design of those 
services that town and community councils 
and other organisations wish to deliver in 
this way.”

Dyfed-Powys Police said it was 
called to deal with 756 incidents in 
Powys alone in 2014 and police and 
crime commissioner Christopher 
Salmon said he has launched a new 
initiative to support victims. 

Specialist organisations Hafan 
Cymru, Grwp Gwalia and Car¬ 
marthenshire Domestic Abuse Forum 
have developed the Newid project 
which provides independent domes¬ 
tic violence advisor (IDVA) support 
workers in Carmarthenshire, Ceredi¬ 
gion, Pembrokeshire and Powys. 

The new project is funded by Mr 
Salmon and will provide frontline ser¬ 
vice to support vulnerable, repeat and 
high-risk victims of domestic abuse 
and their families. 

Already the project has made an 
impact, with Newid workers improv¬ 
ing links between advisors and the 
courts, Mr Salmon said.Mr Salmon 
said: “Every year there are hundreds 
of domestic abuse-related crimes in 
our region. Such activity wrecks lives 
and makes people fearful in the very 
place they should feel safe - at home.”

Hunt for killer 
is carrying on 

THE hunt for one of the brutal killers 
of couple Linda and Anthony O’Mal¬ 
ley, who has been on the run for al¬ 
most three months, is understood to 
be concentrated on the Valencia re¬ 
gion in south east Spain. 

Jorge Real Sierra, now aged 65, had 
been allowed out on a special six-day 
temporary release from a Granada 
prison in February, but failed to re¬ 
turn. 

An arrest warrant was issued in 
March and police launched a nation¬ 
wide search for the fugitive. 

It is understood that Guardia Civil 
officers believe that Sierra may be hid¬ 
ing in the Valencia area where he, and 
his brother-in-law Antonio Velazquez 
Gonzalez, were living when they were 
arrested more than 12 years ago. 

In 2006 the two Venezuelans were 
jailed for the kidnap, torture and kill¬ 
ing of the O’Malleys who were from 
Llangollen and had been house hunt¬ 
ing in Spain. 

Sierra was jailed for 62 years and 
Gonzales, now aged 50, was sentenced 
to 54 years.

THE future of Gobowen Library 
will be discussed at a public 
meeting later next week. 

Gobowen Library is one of several 
across the county whose future is be¬ 
ing reviewed by Shropshire Council. 

A meeting will be held on Tuesday for 
villagers in Gobowen to give their views to 
councillors, and for them to hear what op¬ 
tions are being discussed. 

In a joint statement, David Lloyd and 
Robert Macey, Shropshire Councillors 
for Gobowen, Selattyn and Weston Rhyn, 
said the library already provides a meeting 
point and services and the aim is to build on 
that in the most cost-effective way. 

“We consider it appropriate to solicit 
local views as early as possible having first 
being informed by representatives of the li¬ 
brary service regarding cost and use of the 
Gobowen library over and above that bor¬ 
rowing and return of books.” 

The meeting, which is being dubbed a 
“sounding board”, will be held in All Saints 
Church Hall at 7pm. For more information

The review is part of a county-wide con¬ 
sultation which was sparked by a £1.3 mil¬ 
lion cut by Shropshire Council from the 
services’s budget.

On top of his archery success, 
Tom has been contacted by the GB 
shooting team to be assessed for his 
Paralympic potential. 


After a traumatic spinal injury 
caused from falling off a ladder, Tom 
felt that he was unlikely to ever walk 
or swim again. 

Now, with the aid of crutches he 
has become one of the five per cent to 
regain mobility after a spinal injury 
and was delighted to complete a 50m 
freestyle swim during the week. 


New law is 
introduced 
on councils’ 
information 

ACCESS to information about town 
and community councils will improve 
in Mid Wales under a new law. 

The Welsh Assembly said authori¬ 
ties have to publish information about 
their clerk and members. 

The councils also have to publish 
minutes of meetings and their audited 
statement of accounts online. 

They will also have to publish pub¬ 
lic notices and information on their 
meetings online under the Local Gov¬ 
ernment (Democracy) (Wales) Act 
which came into force this month. 

There will also be a duty on com¬ 
munity and town councils, county 
and county borough councils, fire and 
rescue authorities and national park 
authorities to publish their register of 
members’ interests on their websites. 

Further provisions which have 
come into force will help local au¬ 
thorities work together to prepare for 
mergers by removing legal barriers to 
the establishment of joint standards 
committees where collaboration offers 
practical or financial benefits, the As¬ 
sembly said. 

Leighton Andrews, public services 
minister, said: “These provisions 
mean that community and town coun¬ 
cils must be more open about their 
proceedings and publish information 
they hold. 

“Some of the best community 
and town councils are already meet¬ 
ing high standards of openness and 
transparency, and from now we will 
require all councils to meet the same 
standards. This will help communities 
hold community and town councils to 
account by providing information on 
councils’ finances and registers of 
members’ interests.” 

Welshpool Town Council already 
posts the information on its website.

A 50-house development on the 
edge of a village has been re¬ 
fused planning permission by 
Shropshire Council. 

The development on a field to the 
south of Aspen Grange, Weston Rhyn, 
was discussed at the north planning 
committee meeting on Tuesday where 
members expressed concerns over the 
sewage facilities in the village. 

Local residents had objected to the plans 
because the area had a history of poor sew¬ 
age and foul water drainage. 

Speaking on behalf of the residents, 
Alan Woodrow said: “It’s prone to flooding, 
which will cause problems with foul drain¬ 
age. 

“Yesterday the farmer got his four wheel 
drive bogged down on that field and had to 
get his tractor to pull it out. 

Why can’t brownfield sites be used, as 
identified already in the village?” 

Robert Davies, agent for the applicant M 
Richardson & Partners, said the company 
had spoken with Welsh Water about op¬ 
tions for dealing with the issue. 

He said they included a storage tank with 
pump, and on-site underground treatment 
facilities which would discharge into a 
nearby brook. 

But Councillor Vince Hunt said: “There 
is a benefit to the scheme but I don’t believe 
it can be realised at present. 

“No one’s saying it can never be devel¬ 
oped. 

“It’s a site for future development, but at 
the moment I don’t think it’s ready.” 

Councillor Joyce Barrow said: “I think 
we can all agree that if the infrastructure 
was in place we wouldn’t have a problem 
with the scheme.” 

The plans were refused by a majority vote 
on the grounds the homes would overload 
the sewage network with no appropriate 
resolution issues available at the moment. 

Meanwhile, at the same planning meet¬ 
ing, councillors agreed that three homes 
could be built on a former garden in St 
Martins despite local objection. 

The north planning committee heard the 
plans for land off the Baytree Close cul-de- 
sac in St Martins, was a revised version of 
a scheme which had been refused last year. 

St Martins Parish Council had objected 
to the scheme would see a detached house 
and a semi-detached pair built in a former 
garden that backs on to a car repair garage 
and paint shop. At the planning meeting 
councillors were split over whether to ap¬ 
prove the plans or not.The scheme was ap¬ 
proved by six votes to four.

He said: “It is a daunting chal¬ 
lenge, but I keep telling myself I am 
only walking and after the training 
I’m used to covering 25 miles a day 
which is what I will be doing.” 

His mother-in-law, Sue Case, 
from Oswestry, said: “We are all 
immensely proud of him and he is 
going to raise an awful lot of money. 

“He will be in and around the 
Shropshire area a few times during 
his calls at Ludlow, Bangor-on-Dee 
and Wolverhampton.”

Police ask motorists to 
slow down at schools

POLICE are asking drivers to 
slow down and be more consid¬ 
erate when near schools. 

The Oswestry Rural South Safer 
Neighbourhood Team has received a 
spate of complaints and concerns from 
schools and members of the public, 
and in response is asking all drivers to 
slow down. 

Sgt Scott Barnes from Oswestry police 
said: “In particular we are asking drivers 
to be more considerate in Ruyton-XI-Towns 
and Morda, where there is a 20mph speed 
limit and zebra crossings. 

“This would include Trefonen where a 
young girl was knocked down on the actual 
crossing approximately 20 months ago. 

“We are also requesting that drivers park 
safely outside schools by observing the yel¬ 
low zig-zag chevrons which have been put 
in place to protect pedestrians of all ages 
from passing traffic. 

“Please park on the road and not the 
pavement, as a lot of parents who walk to 
school do so with prams and pushchairs 
and sometimes other children. 

“If possible walk to the school, but if any 
special measures for children or those col¬ 
lecting are needed please talk to the schools 
concerned to whether or not they could ac¬ 
commodate special arrangements.” 

Meawhile rural crime in the North 
Wales area, which includes Chirk, has 
been slashed by two-thirds since the intro¬ 
duction of a dedicated police taskforce 18 
months ago, according to new figures. The 
team was set up at the request of Police 
and Crime Commissioner Winston Roddick, 
and it has seen a dramatic reduction in the 
number of countryside incidents.

Passionate about local history, she 
used to give talks on the subject and 
decided to turn the material she had 
collected for the talks into a couple 
of books. 


Towndisplay 
tells story 
of ‘man who 
drew cats' 

THE fascinating story of Louis Wain 
-“the man who drew cats” - is being 
told in Oswestry through an exhibi¬ 
tion. 

Qube Gallery’s exhibition is on loan 
from Bethlem Museum of the Mind 
and tells the story of Wain through a 
selection of his original drawings and 
paintings. 

Born in London in 1860, Wain 
began drawing humorous pictures of 
his cat to entertain his wife, Emily, 
who was seriously ill. She encouraged 
him to start selling his pictures and 
they began to appear in children’s 
books, magazines, newspapers and in 
the artist’s own annuals, published 
1901 to 1921. 

Demand for Wain’s drawings di¬ 
minished during the First World War 
leaving him increasingly impover¬ 
ished. 

Eventually he was committed to a 
pauper’s ward in a mental hospital 
until he was recognised by a hospital 
worker. A public appeal and support 
from the Prime Minister meant he 
was transferred to a private room at 
Bethlem Royal Hospital and then to 
Napsbury, where he was able to con¬ 
tinue drawing his beloved cats. 

Wain died in 1939. 

Arts officer at Qube, Charlotte 
Jackson, said staff at the gallery have 
been very excited about this high 
quality exhibition for a long time. 

She said: “While popular in his 
time, Wain is not very well known 
today, although I’m sure many people 
will recognise his work, which we are 
really looking forward to bringing to 
new audiences. Although Wain faced 
many struggles throughout his life, 
drawing always provided him with 
a sense of comfort, both for him and 
those close to him.”

UP to three of Shropshire’s 11 reg¬ 
ister offices could close and opening 
hours may be cut under new plans. 

But included in the proposals are 
increasing the opening hours at four 
offices in the county, including the of¬ 
fice in Oswestry. 

The registrar services under threat 
of closure are in Wem, Church Stret- 
ton and Bishop’s Castle.

THE renovation of the former 
Cambrian Railway engine sheds 
and surrounding area in Oswest¬ 
ry has been nominated for a na¬ 
tional design award. 

Oswestry and District Civic Society 
has nominated the renovation of the 
area for the new Civic Voice Design 
Awards for 2015. 

Ann Boulton, spokeswoman for the Civic 
Society, said: “What makes this particular 
renovation stand out is that it has been a 
catalyst to the whole Cambrian Railways 
area. 

“We hope to be successful with our sub¬ 
mission of an imaginative use of the station 
and the former railway works and sur¬ 
rounding land which could so easily have 
been lost.” 

Among the improvements to the area has 
seen the regeneration of Shelf Bank which 
was a neglected area of the town. 

Shropshire Council has cleared some of 
the overgrowth, put in paths and it is now 
another area of used green space. 

Others unused land in the area has also 
been transformed into what is now the Wil¬ 
fred Owen Green. 

Civic Voice is the national umbrella for 
civic societies in the United Kingdom. The 
awards have been set up as a national cel¬ 
ebration of good design and conservation 
projects, nominated by local community 
organisations.

As part of a further £2.1 million 
investment, work has started on the 
second of three new boarding houses 
which will provide 120 new beds for 
the growing number of weekly and 
full boarders joining Adcote School 
from around the region. 

Aston Hall, the new boarding house 
completed last September, is one of 
many new buildings on the site in¬ 
cluding several classrooms and a new 
sports hall. 

School headmaster Gary Wright 
said: “Single-sex schools such as Ad¬ 
cote help break down gender stereo¬ 
types. 

“Nationally women are under-rep¬ 
resented in science but all-girl schools 
help to buck this trend. The new sci¬ 
ence centre will enable all our pupils 
to benefit from these exceptional fa¬ 
cilities, which along with stimulating 
teaching, will maximise their under¬ 
standing and enjoyment of all three 
sciences. 

“With our continuing growth in 
pupil numbers and our strong repu¬ 
tation locally, these are undoubtedly 
exciting times for Adcote School. We 
are constantly seeking ways in which 
we can build and improve the school 
for the future.”

Challenges put 
fitness to test 


FITNESS enthusiasts from around 
Oswestry and Welshpool and be¬ 
yond were out in force at the week¬ 
end when they attended two popular 
events. 

The 4th Montgomery Canal Triath¬ 
lon attracted 250 entrants, including 
more than 30 children. 

The event consisted of 17.5 miles cycling, 11 
miles of walking and 7.5 miles of canoeing, and 
entrants could choose to do one, two or all the 
sections. Each section of the triathlon was done 
either on the canal towpath or on the water. 

The event on Saturday started at 8.30am and 
the first person to finish came in at 2.10pm. 

Judith Richards, one of the event organisers, 
said the triathlon had gained a high national 
profile. She said: “There were actually very few 
local people taking part, but we managed to at¬ 
tract competitors from as far away as Hull and 
Cornwall. Some people who entered one of our 
triathlons liked Shropshire so much that they 
have returned to take a holiday here.” 

Competitors cycled between Newtown and 
Pool Quay, walked from Pool Quay to Morton,

then cycled from Morton to Frankton. The event 
was organised by Peter and Judith Richards, 
David and Dawn Alwyn and Richard and Angela 
Hankie. 

Mrs Richards, from Morton, said the event 
had once again been a great success. 

She said: “We had great support from people 
who lent us canoes, including Friends of the 
Montgomery Canal, PGL, Redbridge Canoe 
Group and Chris Bushell.” 

Meanwhile cyclists took part in the Dairi-Pak 
Mountain Bike Challenge near Oswestry on 
Saturday. The event has been running for 22 
years and those taking part completed a 22- 
mile course, mainly off road on fields and tracks 
through the Berwyn Mountains. 

The charity event was run by the Oswestry 
Borderland Rotary Club. 

The challenge attracted almost 100 entrants. 
It also saw a new course record set for the gruel¬ 
ling course with Tim Rutherford finishing in one 
hour and 58 minutes. 

The event raises money for the air ambulance 
and other charities and good causes.

talents to big festival

HE’S written an opera in French, 
partied with George W Bush’s 
daughter and appeared along¬ 
side Jennifer Saunders in Abso¬ 
lutely Fabulous. 

And now singer-songwriter Rufus Wain- 
wright will bring his unique talent to this 
year’s Llangollen Eisteddfod. 

The American-Canadian, who collaborat¬ 
ed with Robbie Williams on his latest album, 
will headline the Friday night concert and 
has promised the audience an eclectic mix 
of genres from pop to opera on his festival 
debut. 

He said: “I gather Llangollen is going 
to be a bit special and I’m really looking 
forward to it. 

“There is something about Wales, the 
audience is just different. They seem to 
have an instinct for music and appreciate 
a performance in a different way. English, 
Scottish, even Irish, audiences are different 
despite being geographically so close. 

“A Welsh audience can be quite rowdy 
and vocal and then just melt when they 
hear a particular poem or piece of music. 
There is something immediate about the 
experience.So I’m really looking forward 
to appearing at Llangollen especially 
having learnt something of the history of 
the festival. Looking at the long lists of 
performers who have appeared in the past 
is like a who’s who of music - so many big 
and influential names. I really am looking 
forward to it.” 

He added that he is setting himself 
a challenge to learn something in Welsh 
especially for the event. “I understand tenor 
Noah Stewart delighted the audience by 
singing in Welsh the last two years,” he 
said. “Now that’s a challenge, but at least I 
have a little bit of time. We will have to see 
what I can do. I might have to get my good 
friend and Welsh actress Sian Phillips to 
help me out.” 

Wainwright has collaborated with many of 
the world’s top artists including Elton John, 
Joni Mitchell, The Pet Shop Boys, Burt 
Bacharach and his most recent collabora¬ 
tion, on the title track of Robbie Williams’ 
latest album, Swings Both Ways, which he 
co-wrote and sung as a duet. Eilir Owen 
Griffiths, musical director of the Eisteddfod, 
said: “We are thrilled to have Rufus Wain¬ 
wright as part of the line-up for this year’s 
event and headlining the concert on the 
Friday night.” 

The Eisteddfod will run from July 7 to 
July 12 and will be opened by Oscar-win¬ 
ning songwriter Burt Bacharach on the 
evening of July 6.

If you are a local history 
enthusiast you may be fa¬ 
miliar with Amberley’s 
“Through Time” series, 
which has a loose then-and- 
now format, comparing 
evocative old views with 
what is there now.

For older 
folk who can remember 
those lines and perhaps 
even rode on the trains, 
this is a trip down memory 
lane, or perhaps that should 
be memory track.

AS the weather warms a little 
this month and in the absence of 
any nearby beaches, you may be 
tempted to take a stroll down by 
the river. 

Whether this be the Severn, the 
Tern, the Corve or the Teme or indeed 
whether your meanders take you to 
the banks of the canals or a local lake, 
water is a great place to enjoy yourself 
in May. 

It is also where a very remarkable thing is 
happening in the north of the county. 

But alas, it is not in the clear waters of 
the rivers, nor the lily-bordered banks of 
a pretty garden pond, the contemplative 
barge-chugging waterway of a canal or the 
broad expanse of a deep mere; it’s hap¬ 
pening in a bog and there lies part of the 
problem. You see, most people don’t seem 
to care about things they can’t relate to 
or admire at a glance. This either means 
that that place gets forgotten about or even 
worse, when it is found to have a use, it is 
exploited remorselessly without protest. 

Another word for lowland bog is peat and 
it has suffered both of the above afflictions 
and has been totally decimated across the 
UK; all so we may grow our pansies and 
petunias in the best possible substrate. Un¬ 
fortunately, peat is unique and with that 
exclusivity in habitat, comes the wildlife 
that depends on it. Sadly, now only a few 
pockets of lowland bog remain and one of 
the very best is found in north Shropshire - 
Fenn’s, Whixall and Bettisfield Mosses. So 
why swap the manicured lawns of Shrews¬ 
bury’s Quarry for a trip to the bog? Well, if

you are interested in wildlife, there are few 
better and more diverse habitats in the en¬ 
tire county. In my opinion, May is the best 
month for your visit. On a good day you’ll 
be forever flicking through the bird and 
butterfly guide whilst being serenaded by 
cuckoos and glimpsing the dazzling skin of 
lizards and adders. In some precious nature 
reserves there is usually a ‘flagship species’ 
that stands out as the best example of con¬ 
servation in action. 

On the mosses there are dozens of flag¬ 
ships and one of the very best is the white¬ 
faced darter. The white-faced darter is one 
of the UK’s rarest dragonflies and requires 
relatively deep, acidic bog pools with con¬ 
siderable rafts of sphagnum at the edges in 
which to breed. 

Their larvae also occur among water¬ 
logged sphagnum in depressions devoid 
of standing water. Away from its aquatic 
habitat it also requires scrub or woodland, 
which provides important roosting and 
feeding sites. You could not write a better 
description of the mosses of Shropshire if 
you tried. The white faced darter is a bit of 
a favourite of mine. With many insects it 
is hard to see them, let alone observe their 
behaviour, watch their life cycle unfold 
before you, appreciate their anatomy and 
even sex them. With the darter, thanks to 
the success of its breeding program and the 


conservation of it habitat, this is possible 
amongst the mosses. Across the border in 
Cheshire, a former hotspot for the white 
faced darter was Delamere Forest and in¬ 
deed now the mosses of Shropshire have 
become a safe and undisturbed breeding 
ground for this species before selected 
individuals are transported to Delamere 


and re-introduced. May is a great month 
for dragonflies and although insects might 
not be everyone’s cup of tea, often their 
habitats, lovingly conserved and nur¬ 
tured, are breeding grounds for all sorts 
of wonders of the natural world.

Rotary meeting 
reminded of the 
group's work 

MORE than 300 Rotarians from around the region gath¬ 
ered in Shropshire to set out their plans to provide ‘ser¬ 
vice above self to communities at home and abroad for the 
coming year. 

Members from Shropshire, Staffordshire and parts of the 
West Midland met at the Abraham Darby Academy where 
District Governor elect Richard Green of Wolverhampton 
Rotary Club gave a speech in which he praised the response 
to the catastrophe in Nepal, describing it as showing ‘Ro¬ 
tary at its best’. He said: “The earthquake occurred on 
April 25; local Rotarians provided invaluable assistance to 
the Shelterbox advance team which was in the country by 
the 27th and Shelterboxes were deployed on the 30th to 
four hospitals to be used as emergency dressing stations. 
A further 500 boxes have now arrived with many more to 
follow. 

“The local Rotarians helped the response team overcome 
local severe logistics problems and are providing a very 
effective relief effort. Other Rotary associated emergency 
response and long term re-building initiatives, such as 
Aquabox and Disaster Box, have similar stories to tell as 
once again our District is in the forefront of donations to 
help.”

Further enhancements include exclusive 
new 16 and 17-inch wheel options, available 
across the range, available in a choice of paint¬ 
ed, diamante or with innovative sequential dia¬ 
mante or laser engraved finishes. 

Chrome door mirror shells are now standard 
from the Allure trim upwards. 

When the 208 was launched in 2012 it was 
the first opportunity for customers to experi¬ 
ence Peugeot’s new ‘i-Cockpit’ cabin concept, 
which has since been adopted by the 2008 
and new 308. 


Consisting of a compact steering wheel, 
head-up instrumentation panel and large 
touch-screen, it compares well with anything 
in the sector and is easy to understand - with 
everything exactly where you expect to find it. 

I particularly like the new steering wheel, 
which is now trimmed in full-grain leather from 
Active trim, while the soft-touch moulded dash¬ 
board strip - which is standard regardless of 
trim level - has new graining on higher speci¬ 
fication models. 

Improvements 

A seven-inch touch screen is standard from 
Active trim level, and provides easy access 
to all systems including audio, navigation, 
telephone, vehicle information and internet. 
There’s on-board connectivity using Blue¬ 
tooth, USB and mobile applications via Peuge¬ 
ot Connect Apps, adopting the latest software 
improvements. 

New to 208 is the impressive MirrorScreen, 
which makes it possible to transfer the screen 
of a smartphone to the vehicle’s display, to 
make full use of its applications. 

Driving a different car every week I am find¬ 
ing parking a chore but the 208 now has Park¬ 
ing Assist allowing the vehicle to park in and 
leave a parallel parking space automatically. 
It’s brilliant, once you have the confidence to 
let the vehicle park itself. 

Personalisation is a now a deciding factor in 
many small car purchases and available for the 
first time are exterior personalisation packs - 
such as Menthol White - which is a factory-fit 
option from Active trim level. And there’s now 
13 colours to pick from. 

The revised engine line-up means all ver¬ 
sions of the 208 meet stringent Euro 6 emis¬ 


sions standards. Every version of the new 208 
is below 95g/km of C02 and with the exception 
of the 75hp in entry level trim, all are equipped 
with Stop & Start (S&S) technology. 

The 1.6-litre BlueHDi engines are now avail¬ 
able with three power levels choices. The first 
two are the 75 and 100 S&S, which are cou¬ 
pled with a five-speed manual gearbox and ca¬ 
pable of impressive economy at 94.1mpg - a 
record for the segment, and in the market. The 
third is the 120 S&S which is mated to a six- 
speed manual gearbox, which produces just 
94g/km of C02. 

Following the launch of the naturally as¬ 
pirated 1.0-litre PureTech 68hp and 1.2-litre 
PureTech 82hp engines, the PureTech family 


of three-cylinder petrol engines is expanded 
with the 1.2-litre turbocharged PureTech 110hp 
S&S version. Coupled with a five-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox, this engine achieves C02 emis¬ 
sions of just 103g/km. 

The new 208 is available with the new 
EAT6 six-speed automatic gearbox, which 
uses Quickshift technology allowing for faster 
changes. 

Peugeot hope that with official C02 emis¬ 
sions of 104g/km, the 1.2-litre PureTech 1 lOhp 
S&S EAT6 will be the reference in terms of a 
petrol automatic transmission in its segment. 

Available in three and five-door versions, 
208 GT Line is available with a choice of three 
engines - the 1.2-litre PureTech HOhp S&S 


petrol or the 1.6-litre BlueHDi diesel in either 
lOOhp or 120hp outputs. 

I’m expecting the 208GTi to be particularly 
popular, featuring a lowered ride height, wider 
tracks, 18-inch wheels, matt black exterior fea¬ 
tures, sports ‘bucket’ front seats, red floor mats 
and two-tone paintwork. 

And with Brembo front brakes, Torsen differ¬ 
ential, tuned suspension and steering settings 
with Michelin Pilot Super Sport tyres the GTi 
will set a few hearts racing. 

And with prices ranging from just over 
£10,000 to just under £20,000 there’s some¬ 
thing in the range to suite just about every¬ 
one’s tastes. 

Expect to see a lot more of the Peugeot 208.
